and Gentry, it being too common a Practice among 
Chand lers and others, where Servants are cqntinually 
going on one Occaſicn or other, to tempt. and preis 
them to drink, and even to give them Drams of 
chis Liquor, Which we may reaſonably ſuppoſe muſt he 
paid for by the Maiters, either in the Price, Weight 
or Meaſure of the Goods they are ſent for, and yhich 
beſides the immediate Damage, encourages them to 
wrong their: Maſters in greater Matters, and as we 
conceive, may be one Cauſe of the great Complaints 
that are made againſt Servants. 20 þ: 
And if we may judge what will happen in other 
Work-Houſes now eretting, by what has already 
bappen d by that of St. Giles's in the Fjelds, we 
have Reaſon to fear, that the yiolent Fondneſs and 
Deſreof this Liquor, which unaccountably poſſeſſes 
=_ - all our Poor 3 may prevent in great Meaſure the 
„ good Effects propos d by them, and which in all o- 
* ther Reſpects ſeem very hopeful and promi ſing ; it 
appearing by the Return from Holborn Diviſion, 
wherein that Work-Houſe is fitpate, that notwith- 
ſtanding all che Care that has been taken, Geneva 
is dlandeRtinely brought in among the Poor en

and that they will ſuffer any Puniſhment or Inconve- 


niencies rather than live without it, tho they can- 


not avoid ſeeing its fatal Effects by the Death of thoſe 
amongſt them, who had drank moſt freely of it; and 
it's found by Experience there, that thoſe who uſe 
this Liquor, are not only the moſt lazy and unfit for 
Work, but alſo the moſt turbulent ani ungovernable, 
and on that Account ſeveral of them have been turn'd 
out, and left to ſtruggle with the greateſt Wants a- 
broad, which they ſubmit to, rather than they will 
diſcover who brought in the Geneva to them, tho 
they have been offer'd to be forgiven on that Con- 
dition. 5 
Your Committee having thus laid before you the 
Numbers of the Houſes and Places wherein Geneva 
and other Strong-Waters are ſold, as alſo ſome of 
the many miſchievous Effects derived from them, 
ſubmit to the Conſideration and Judgment of the 
Seſſions, how far it is in their Power, and by what 
Means, to ſuppreſs this great Nuſance; or whether 


any, and what Application to Superiors may be proper
